bill will affect 
chiefly 
the 
young 


people from the rural communities 
around here who attend the

high school and according to 
Mr. 


Ragan the farmers that have been 
approached on the subject 'are more 
than willing to pay their share. The 
present rate, he explained, does not 
cover the cost of educating a child 
and the result is that a working man 
in town who owns a small home valu- 
ed at probably $1,000 or nil,500 and 
pays taxes on it .is helping pay tor 
the education 
of a 
rural 
student 


whose parents probably own property 
valu-ed at from 
SlO.OuO to $25,000. 


Mr 
Ragan aid that 
through 
the 


energetic efforts of Senator Witter 
and Theo. W. Brazeau of this 
city 


the bill had-:been- passed by1-the sen- 
ate at Madison but how the assembly 
will act on it is still to be seen. 


Prof. Doudna said that there were

$2,01)0 annually, meaning that the 
new system would pay 
for 
itself 


within four years. 
The pre.-oat cost 


.o heat the Lincoln building. $4,000 
to $5.000 annually and the system 
s very unsatisfactory. 
Mr. Doudna 


stated that other expenses would pro- 
bably increase ratb,er than 
oome 


down as teachers salaries were being 
•aised all over the country and with 
the increased

of 
living 
and 


operating an institution it was im- 
portant to save .where ever possible.

S. Duncan Clark, sustaining presi- 


dent''Wilson's stand OB the League 
of Nations and explaining how ur- 
gent the need of such an organiza- 
tion is, held the keenest attention of 
every member of a large audience at 
the meeting of the Sunday Evening 
Club Sunday night. 
Mr. Clark, who 


is an editorial writer for the Chica- 
go Evening Post, and ojje of the best 
speakers in the country today, at- 
tracted a crowd that taxed the ca- 
pacity of the large auditorium at the 
Congregational church at this meet- 
ing, it being necessary to 
take 
ad- 


vantage of the Sunday school rooms 
which can be opened into the audi- 
torium to take care of those in al- 
tendajice. 


Stating that the League of Nations 


idea was the demand of the foreign 
.countries, the demand of the soldiers 
and the most talked of problen. dis- 
cussed for the period following the 
winning of the war 
abroad, 
Mr. 


Clark explained how it was 
abso- 


lutely necessary to keep the foreign 
countries who had participated in 
the war together on a basis of this 
sort. 
As he termed it, the League 


would keep their sanity and in doing 
this would also keep the sanity 'of 
this country. 
The dangers of the re- 


sults of the period of chaos which 
has been in evidence in these foreign 
countries since the signing' of 
the 


armistice could only be avoided by 
such a League, he declared. 
He con- 


demned the so-called civilian Ameri- 
can who never spent an 
hour 
in 


camp or shed, a drop of blood for his 
country in undermining our present 
peace by opposing the League of Na- 
tions. 
He explained that the Mon- 


roe Doctrine had served its purpose 
in this country to the very 
highest 


degree and that, the League would 
be nothing more: than putting 
the 


entire world on the same doctrine. 


Mr. Clark was a most enthusiastic 


•talker and probably one of the very 
best that has been heard in this city. 
He had been at the front 
and 
in 


several, foreign countries a guest of 
the British government last summer 
and was thoroly familiar with his 
subject.

diffusion of knowledge/' 
For years 


almost out of mind there have been 
attempts, some of which died a-born- 
Ing, to carry out what may be called 
the educational wishes of the Father 
of his Country. 
Comparatively re- 


cently a proper project has been for- 
mulated 
and 
it 
Is. to 
be carried 


through to the end of succc-ss. Wora- 
nn, as Is quite the usual tiling in these 
days, will have the main hand and 
heart in the patriotic plan. 


Some time ngo' congreRS agreed to 


give the land upon which the Georire 
Washington Memorial buil.iing should 
be erected.

Features of the Building. 


Ttie plans for the great structure 


hr. vfi been approved by the.: fine arts 
commission 
and 
by congress. 
The 


mn.'n feature of. the building is t.he 
large auditorium which will be a me- 
orlal to the signers of the Declaration 
of Independence. 
The floor area of 


the auditorium will be 3K,500 square 
feet with a gallery of 10,000 square 
feet and a stage of 3,000 square feet. 
The hall will sent nearly 8.000 people. 
It will be used for all national and in- 
ternational conventions and all other 
great public welfare functions. 


Grouped about the auditorium will 


be six or seven convention halls hold- 
Ing from GOO to 2,500 peopie, and each 
hall will hove two committee or re- 
ception rooms connected 'with It. There 
will be a great banquet hall, large and 
small iwception rooms, and in addi- 
tion there will be permanent quarters 
for national associations and societies. 
Societies of the proper kind may .se- 
cure halls in permanency by the pay- 
ment of $25,000 toward the building 
fund. 


The building proper will be 
but- 


tressed by two memorial structures; 
one to the memory of the boys of 177C 
and the other to the boys of 1917.

April 22, 1915, in letters of red. 


If the maker of coming encyclope- 


dias Is given to setting forth events 'n 
combinations because of their common 
Interest, Crecy and Ypres will appear 
In close conjunction. 


At Crecy, on August 26, 1340, gun- 


powder first was used in battle; while 
on April 22, 1915, gns first appeared as 
a polsonously offensive weapon of war- 
fare. 


Gunpowder has come to stay. Tho 


hopes of thousands may be to the con- 
trary, but the dortinating opinion In 
military circles Is that gas also has 
come to stay. 


The human equation enters into the 


matter of the use of gas In battle. A 
•core of years ngo high commissioners 
of supposedly humanely Inclined na- 
tions met at The Hague, which for 
some reason on other It ^as thought 
would be the permanent seat of nn- 
raanltarianlsm, altruism and of peace 
among the peoples pf the earth. 


The use of, gas in war was discussed 


In that Hague meeting. Great Britain. 
France, Germany and some other na- 
tions agreed not to use It in the pos- 
sible wars of the future. France and 
Great Britain abided by their pledged 
faith until Germany broke Its word 
with th(? same lack.of conscience and 
compunction that It tore up the scrap 
of paper which was supposed to safe- 
guard Belgium from invasion and spol- 
latlonl , 


Must Be Prepared to Be Safe. 


To get down to the nub of things, 


military men here seemingly believe 
that no nation can afford to-remain un- 
prepared to meet gas with' gas In case 
an enemy proves faithless to its word. 
The nation which has gas, they say, 
and which uses It against a nation 
which has no gas will win Its war. 


The question that is being asked to- 


day Is this: "If a nation finds Itself 
on the verge of defeat in war anO 
knows that it can be saved by gas, will 
it refrain from its use because^ once 
upon a time it signed a pledge?" 


France and England will continue 


their gas service for purely defensive 
purposes; in other words, they intend 
to be prepared in case some enemy of 
either on the day of some future Ypre^ 
shall violate its word and use gas of- 
fensively for the overcoming of Its 
foe.The United States, through Its chem- 
ical warfare service, developed and 
perfected in the United States by Maj. 
Gen. William L. Sibert, .and In the 
American, expeditionary forces by Brig. 
Gen. Amos A. Fries, has a gas equip- 
ment and a gas knowledge, second to 
those of no nation on earth. 
The 


choice of the future lies between the 
placing of dependence upon the word 
of nations, already in one instance vi- 
olated, or continuing for purely de- 
fensive purposes a service which has 
shown Itself to be so essential In the 
case of faiih-breaking on the part of 
another.

It is said by army men that it ,s 


as foolish to assume that the next war 
will bo fought without rifles, machine 
guns and artillery as to think it. will 
hi; I'ought without gas. It is urged that 
the absolute guaranty against a gas 
attark by any belligerent power will 
be 
thrmigh 
defensive 
preparation 


asrainst such nn attack. 


"There has been a feeling in the 
United States, army men say, that gn« 
is more barbarous and inhuman than 
othOT weapons of ..warfare. Gas service 
mon say that this is not the case. 


Cost of Floating Liberty Loans. 


Before long the people of the coun- 


try will IK- given an opportunity—per- 
haps privilege is a bolter word—to 
subscribe- to a fifth Liberty loan. As 
yet n,.tiling definite us to the rate of 
interest which the loan will bear Is 
known. JSeitlK-r have some other ques- 
tions relating to the convertibility of 
tho bonds of oilier loans to bonds of 
a new interest-bearing rate, and some 
other vital matters, been decided. 


There seems to be a misunderstand- 


ing throughout the country concerning 
the cost of the floating of rhe fourth 
Liberty loan. A statement was print- 
ed not !ong ngo that it cost In pel 
cent to place that loan. If it had cost 
this amount the loan hardly would 
have been worth the floating. 


The truth in the case is that tin 


treasury department is allowed by law 
only a maximum one-fifth of one per 
cent for selling the loans. That is, all 
expenses must bo kepi under one-fifth 
of one per cent. Take the fourth Lib- 
erty loan of nearly $7,000,000,000, foi 
it lacked only eleven millions of being 
that sum. The cost of floating it wn> 
on'y ?8,727,G5S.12. 


One-llfth of one per cent of $7,000.- 


•000.000 would be *1-4,OOO.OOO; therefore 
it is to be observed that tin: ci-rft of 
floating the fourth .Liberty loan was 
only a'little more than half'the mnxr- 
muni allowed by law. 


All Expenses Included 


It should be remembered that this 


total expense Includes even the cost of 
manufacturing the bonds, which in it- 
self Includes the safeguarded paper, 
and all the engraving required in thF 
various processes. 
It includes also 


all the costs of maintaining the Lib- 
erty loan organization in the i2 federal 
reserve districts, and the necessary ex- 
pense of subordinate committees. 


More than a million volun'eer work- 


ers engaged In selling bonds tlurini- 
the forrth Liberty loan campaign. The 
total cost to the government per cap- 
ita of these workers for th-oe weeks' 
time was less than $S.

The gaso- 
line will not run at more than 32 gallons an hour, 
at not less t h a n 12 gallons per engine per hour. 


Of the machine cost, we have only war figures 


n,V.v, with wages and material at war levels; but 
after the war. men like Curtiss and Wright believe 
the machines with military equipment now run- 
niii" from $7,500 to ?50,000 can be produced for 
industrial purposes at from $l,f>00 to $15,000. Now, 
I don't know of many locomotives and trains or 
steamships that can cover all the way from one- 
third their cost to all their cost in the revenue of 
one trip. 
That is, I don't know of methods of 


transportation that can do so when freights, are 
not at w;ir levels. 


After those figures, I don't know how the prac- 


tical man feels, but I do know the airplane manu- 
facturers are thankful to heaven the war is over 
so that they can put the airplane on as sound n 
commercial basis as any other industry. 


But before the airplane; can be as generally 


adopted for industrial uses'us the motorcar, just 
as much will have to be done. Everybody knows, 
or should know, that the motor was the inspiration 
of the "ood roads propaganda, which has run over 
the country like wildfire for ten years. Thousands, 
hundreds of thousands of dollars were spent on 
the "ood roads propaganda till It became a na- 
tional slogan. 
Then millions were spent on the 


-ood roads themselves; and they have paid back 
compound interest on every dollar. 


And do you mean to say we have to build good 


roads for the airplane through the air? Yes; that 
Is'exactly what I mean, only they won't be roads, 
tind you won't have to spend any millions on 
cither the propaganda or the roads themselves. 
It w'll be a strictly aud entirely government job. 
Only instead of roads, it will be charts you will 
have to lay out; and they don't need rails, road- 
bed, grading, political graft. 


More Anxious Over the Land. 


The airplane man is far more anxious about air 


over the land than air over the sen. Over the sea, 
if he docs come down, all he will hit is water. On 
the land, if he comes down without a proper land- 
in" pl'ic'e something as small as n stray cat. a 
fence post, a telephone wire, a two-foot ditch, a 
rain-sodden cow path, or a dry desert arroyo might 
wreck his machine. 


It isn't the air proper 


that concerns the flyer. It 
is the hopping up place 
and coining down place at 
each end of'bis air route. 
That is what is meant by 
"chin-ting the air;" so you 


. need not have- cold shivers 


about road building graft. 
The airman can no more 


follow the shortest distance between two points 
through tbe air with mall and fast express matter 
than a train can run without stations and switches 
nt each end of tbe route. 


At these air route stations must be landing 


fields, hangars for the machines, gasoline supplies, 
spare parts, charts, maps, weather forecast sig- 
nals, engine mechanics, receivers for the quick 
transfer "and delivery of mail, express matter or 
whatever it is. AVlmt types of landing fields? And 
where shall they be located—outside city limits or 
in city parks cleared of buildings aud trecs-for the 
purpose? 


Another point: Special charts will have to be 


prepared for the pilot to follow. 
For instance, 


crossing the Atlantic, going east, the airplane 
.would. I am told by engineers, have to follow east 
n little by south. Similar charts would have to be 
drawn to guide the pilot during prevailing trade 
or seasonal winds. 
The Chinook winds of the 


Rockies, for instance, would add from 20 to 50 
miles nn hour to a pilot's speed coming east and 
impede his flight to tbe same extent going west. 


The deserts, the Mojave, Arizona, Mexico, Utah, 


have their dust storms from March to June. Which 
way do they blow? Montague, I think it is, says 
the brown fogs of the Atlantic can be surmounted 
at from 30,000 to 15,000 feet, but while the airplane 
will take the flyer above the dust, will it take him 
above the hurricane thnt creates the dust? 


The meteorological bureau of Washington and 


the chamber of commerce of? San Diego have done 
most up to the present time in charting air cur- 
rents for aerial flights. 
It is an entirely new 


world, and it is n puzzling one; for remember, the 
airplane may drift from its course, just as ships 
drift in ocean currents without the compass giving 
an inkling of it, nnd here again the army and navy 
could, an they would, a tale unfold. 


But It is in tbe region of the mountains that the 


lighthouses with powerful lenses are most needed 
for aerial routes. This air region is an entirely 
unknown world, and it is dangerous as reefs off 
Labrador for a landing'place. Cases are on rec- 
ord in which fighters in the war interlocked wings 
and came down and stuck in a treetop without 
so much as a scratch cm the skin of either pilot. 


But quile as dangerous ns treetops aud rocks 


coming up to meet you through the floor of your 
car are the gusty air pockets above all mountains. 
It is not known yet whether the air above moun- 
tains is as gusty at night when the sun is not 
creating upcurrenf.s ; but if by day the sun creates 
Niagaras of air, and if by night^you^ may ™n^nto 
n blizzard of snow, say,
